Ladies  and  Gentlemen,

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 


Influenza  was  responsible  for  a  considerable  amount 
of  sickness  and  absenteeism  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
There  was  less  incidence  amongst  those  who  had  received 
influenza  vaccine  during  the  previous  few  months. 


Infective  Jaundice  became  notifiable  generally.  The 
first  case  in  Littlehampton  to  be  notified  worked  in  a  cafe  on 
Pier  Road  at  the  height  of  the  season,  but,  inspite  of  this,  I 
did  not  learn  of  anyone  catching  the  disease  from  him.  The 
other  cases  have  been  school  children  and  there  has  been  either 
family  or  close  contact  between  cases.  With  the  long  incubation 
period  of  this  disease  it  is  difficult  to  trace  when  the  first 
notified  case  became  infected.  There  are  probably  a  number  of 
cases  of  minimal  infection  showing  little  or  not  jaundice,  which 
are  not  seen  by  doctors. 


The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  by  the  present  works 
and  outfall  increases  every  year,  due  to  increased  development 
and  improvement  of  old  property.  The  new  disposal  works  and 
outfall  should  not  be  long  delayed,  or  I  forsee  trouble  from 
the  existing  outfall  due  to  overloading  of  the  sewage  system. 


During  a  period  of  exceptional  storm  conditions, 
flooding  of  basements  occurred  with  sewage  contaminated  water. 

To  prevent  such  occurrences  I  understand  that  very  costly  work 
to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  sewers  would  be  necessary.  If 
food  or  drinking  water  became  contamined  there  would  be  a  danger 
to  health.

Because  there  is  no  shortage  in  this  area,  water  is 
generally  taken  for  granted  and  the  main  complaints  are  of  the 
hardness,  which  is  responsible  for  spoiling  kettles  and  pipes. 
There  are  very  few  complaints  about  the  lack  of  fluoride  in  the 
water  which  is  spoiling  the  childrens  teeth.  Benefits  from 
fluoridation  are  reported  from  all  over  the  world  and  after  ten 
years  of  fluoridation  at  Hastings,  New  Zealand,  payments  from 
public  fund  for  dental  treatment  have  been  halved.  Soon  the 
results  of  the  10-year  study  in  this  county  will  be  published 
and  I  am  certain  will  show  the  beneficial  effect  of  fluoridation. 
Perhaps-  then  -our  children  will  no  longer  have  to.  suffer 
unnecessarily  with  excessive  tooth  decay. 

The  water  supplying  the  town,  like  many  raw  waters,  is 
frequently  polluted  with  bacteria.  These  are  destroyed  by 
chlorine  gas  at  the  works  at  Burpham,  where  the  most  modern 
equipment  is  installed.  During  the  period  of  storm  referred  to 
above,  the  pollution  was  so  great  that  the  treated  water  at 
Burpham  and  in  the  storage  reservoirs  showed  a  slight  pollution, 
but  the  water  distributed  to  the  town  was  free  of  any  pollution. 

Very  justifiable  complaints  about  fouling  of  pavements 
and  verges  by  dogs  continued  to  be  received.  With  so  many  dogs 
in  the  area  I  do  not  see  any  solution  to  this  unhealthy  problem 
unless  all  dog  owners  decided  to  adopt  more  control  over  their 
animals . 


The  bed  accommodation  for  the  elderly  chronic  sick  gets 
more  difficult  every  year  and  the  urgent  waiting  list,  ever 
increasing,  had  risen  in  the  Worthing  Group  to  123-  As  Dr. Franks, 
the  Geriatrician,  remarks  in  his  Annual  Report,  the  situation  is 
going  to  get  worse  until  1975  when  the  first  phase  of  the 
enlargement  of  Worthing  Hospital  should  have  taken  place  providing 
280  extra  beds  and  a  60-place  Day  Hospital  for  geriatrics  and 
other  patients . 

I  must  pay  particular  tribute  to  the  wardens  in  the 
Council ' s -employ,  who  have  had -to  look  after  some  old  .people  who 
ought  to  have  been  in  hospital  and  done  work  beyond  what  is 
normally -expected  of  a  warden. 

I  am  grateful -to  all  the  Officers  and  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  providing  me  with  the  information  for  this  Report. 

In  particular  to  Mr.  Rae  for  ensuring  the  smooth  day  to  day 
running  of  the  Department.  In  the  interests  of  economy  this 
Reports  has  not  been  printed  as  previously,  but  I  hope  this 
version  will  be  just  as  readable.

SECTION  B: 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  WEST  SUSSEX  COUNTY  COUNCIL: 


(a)  Ambulance  Service: 

The  County  Council  operate  the  Ambulance  Service  (including  the 
ambulance  car  service)  in  the  County.  Requests  are  made  through  the 
doctor  or  hospital  attending  the  patient,  or  through  the  Police  or 
public  in  case  of'  accidents  or  other  emergencies. 

(b )  Chiropody: 

This  is  provided  for  those  of  pensionable  age. 

(c )  Family  Planning: 

A  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at 
Shoreham  Health  Clinic  and  the  Family  Planning  Association  operates 
one  at  the  Health  Clinic  at  Bognor  Regis,  Littlehampton  and  Worthing. 

(d)  Health  Clinic  for  the  Retired: 

This  is  a  Screening  Clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Elm  Grove  Health 

Clinic . 

(e )  Health  Education: 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  this  service,  a  great 
amount  of  which  is  done  by  the  Health  Visitors  both  in  the  homes  and 
at  the  Clinics. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service: 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  this  service. 

(g)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics: 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  at  Littlehampton  Health  Clinic  weekly  on 

Thursdays  at  2. JO  p.m. 

Ante  and  Post-Natal  at  Littlehampton  Health  Clinic  weekly  on  Tuesdays

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  may  also  receive  free  treatment 
at  the  Dental  Clinics.  Dental  anaesthetics  were  given  by  a  Consultant 
Anaesthetist  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  a  sessional  basis. 


HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES: 


A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private 
nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate 
charges . 

Cervical  Cytology: 

Every  Thursday  morning  a  session  is  held  at  the  Littlehampton 
Health  Clinic  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer  in  the  neck  of  the 
womb.  Women  over  the  age  of  35  are  invited  to  attend. 
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Chest  Clinics: 


Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  at  Aldingbourne 
Chest  Hospital,  both  of  which  are  available  to  the  residents  of 
Littlehampton . 

General  Medical  and  Dental  Service: 

Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex  at  175> 
Broyle  Road,  Chichester. 

Homes  for  Old  People: 

There  are  14  homes  registered  with  the  County  Welfare  Department 
accommodating  145  people  at  charges  ranging  between  5  to  15  guineas, 
and  there  is  one  blind  home  with  accommodation  for  24. 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  following  Laboratories  are  available  for  the  examination 
of  specimens :- 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton 
The  Worthing  Hospital  Laboratory 
The  Public  Analyst's  Laboratory,  Lewes 

Mass  Radiography: 

Mass  Radiography  Units  are  stationed  at  Portsmouth  and  Brighton. 
A  mobile  unit  is  also  based  at  Portsmouth  and  covers  this  area  and 
visits  Littlehampton  every  Wednesday  for  cases  referred  by  General 
Practitioners . 

Meals-on-Wheels : 

Meals  are  provided  and  delivered  to  old  people  in  their  homes 
by  the  W.R.V.S.  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  approximately  J>60  meals  a 
week  being  delivered  -  156  to  the  Littlehampton  area  and  204  to  the 
Worthing  Rural  West  area  -  at  a  cost  of  l/6d.  per  meal  to  the  consumer. 

Medical  Examination  of  Staff: 

15  examinations  were  carried  out  for  Superannuation  purposes. 
Mortuary: 

The  Littlehampton  Urban  District  Council  provide  a  mortuary 
which  serves  the  Littlehampton  area.  The  number  of  admissions  during 
the  year  was  78. 

Nursing  Homes: 

There  are  5  private  nursing  homes  in  the  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water 


Worthing  Corporation  Water  Department  supply  Littlehampton 
with  water  from  the  Downs  at  Burpham  via  Borehole  No.  2.  The  water 
is  pumped  from  Burpham  to  Batworth  Park  Resevoirs  and  from  their  is 
distributed  to  Littlehampton. 

The  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the  Brighton  Water  Department 
carry  out  all  the  examinations  on  the  water.  He  has  reported  that:- 

1.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Continuous  chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Burpham.

The  service  resevoirs  were  also  frequently  sampled  and 
between  September  l8  and  October  2  unsatisfactory  ones 
were  found  at  Batworth  Park  and  the  east  re se voir  had 
to  be  shut  off  from  supply  for  a  time.  During  this 
period  and  afterwards  the  water  sampled  from  the  town 
was  satisfactory. 

9.  No  evidence  of  any  plumbo-solvent  has  been  found.  The 
water  is  hard,  being  all  obtained  from  the  chalk. 

4.  When  necessary  appropriate  adjustment  is  made  of  the  gas 
dosage  used  in  the  sterilisation  process. 
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5-  Chemical  analysis  of  the  water  was  satisfactory  except 
for  the  lack  of  fluoride. 

Your  Health  Department  took  7  samples  from  wells  and  boreholes 
and  2  samples  from  houseboats,  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Only  17 
houses  are  not  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 


The  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  area  has  been  182 
yards  of  soil  sewers,  170  yards  of  surface  water  sewers,  and  622  yards 
of  combined  sewers. 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  is  by  discharging  it  untreated 
at  a  point  about  80  yards  beyond  the  wooden  pier  or  the  eastern  bank 
of  the  River  Arun. 

The  work  of  installing  the  new  public  sewer  and  sewage  treatment 
plant  in  the  Rope  Walk  area  was  commenced  and  near  completion  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  elimination  of  the  cesspools  in  the  area  should 
follow. 


There  are  72  properties  which  drain  to  cesspools  or  to  small 
private  disposal  plants. 

The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  being  prepared  in  conjunction 
with  Worthing  R.D.C.  still  shows  no  sign  of  getting  to  the  state 
where  it  can  be  started.

In  addition  there  are  male  conveniences  near  the  swing  bridge 
and  off  the  High  Street,  and  a  females'  convenience  in  Beach  Road. 

This  makes  a  total  of  21  conveniences  in  all,  10  for  males 
and  11  for  females. 
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House  Refuse 


Section  l8  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  placed  an  obligation 
on  all  Local  Authorities  to  provide  disposal  centres  available  to 
ratepayers  in  their  area  where  bulky  household  refuse  could  be  taken 
for  disposal  without  charge.. 

This  facility  has  been  made  available  at  the  Perry  Road  Refuse 
Tip  and  has  been  publicised.  This  should  go  some  way  towards  preventing 
the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish  which  is  so  harmful  to  the  amenities 
and  is  also  a  public  health  hazard,  but  this  problem  is  bound  to  remain 
until  a  free  collection  as  well  as  free  disposal  service  is  provided. 

Schools 

There  are  7  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  in  the  district. 

Work  to  modernise  and  improve  the  very  unsatisfactory  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  at  the  St.  Catherine's  Road 
School  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1967 


A  satisfactory  number  of  routine  inspections  have  been  carried 
out  at  premises  where  the  Loca.1  Authority  are  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Nineteen  informal  notices 
were  served  regarding  contraventions.  No  special  problems  have  arisen 
and  no  statutory  action  was  necessary. 

3  cases  of  accidents  to  employees  were  reported  to  the  Local 
Authority.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  registered  in  the  district. 
Clean  Air  Act  1956 

5  notifications  in  accordance  with  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  1956  of  the  installation  of  new  furnaces  were  received.  4  were 
oil  fired  and  1  was  gas  fired.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  use 
the  provisions  of  Section  10  of  the  Act  to  require  the  heightening 
of  a  proposed  industrial  chimney.

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Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 


8  sites  are  licenced  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960.  6  of  the  sites  are  licensed 

without  limitation  of  time  and  2  for  a  limited  duration.  All  the 
sites  are  for  residential  caravans,  and  there  are  no  facilities  for 
touring  caravans. 

On  4  occasions,  caravans  used  for  human  habitation,  were 
discovered  on  unauthorised  sites.  In  3  cases  the  caravans  were  moved 
onrequest,  but  in  the  fourth  case  the  problem  was  not  resolved  until 
a  council  house  was  made  available  for  the  family  concerned. 

There  is  one  camping  site  licensed  for  210  tents  adjoining  the 
east  bank  of  the  River  Arun.  An  increase  to  the  water  storage  capacity 
was  provided  since  last  summer,  but  on  one  occasion  the  supply  still 
proved  inadequate  due  to  many  additional  tents  being  pitched  for  a 
short  time  in  an  adjoining  field. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  i960 


Complaints  were  received  regarding  l4  alleged  noise  nuisances. 
In  3  cases  the  nuisance  was  of  a  transitory  nature  or  on  investigation 
could  not  be  substantiated. 

In  order  to  remedy  long  standing  annoyance  to  householders  in 
the  Beaconsfield  Road  area,  the  Council  resolved  to  use  its  powers 
under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  to  require  the  removal  of  a 
scrap  metal  yard  to  a  more  suitable  site,  but  so  far  the  difficulties 
of  obtaining  an  alternative  site  have  not  been  overcome. 

Many  complaints  were  received  when  a  new  road  stone  plant 
started  production  in  the  Wharf  Road  area.  On  being  notified  of  the 
nuisance  the  management  suspended  early  morning  working  and  engaged 
a  firm  of  acoustic  consultants  to  report  on  methods  of  reducing  the 
noise.  Acting  on  their  advice  part  of  the  machinery,  which  was  in  the 
open  air,  was  enclosed  in  an  acoustic  booth  and  this  reduced  the  noise 
to  tolerable  limits.

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  wasps’ 
nests  compared  to  last  year,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  cold  wet  summer 
experienced.

462  infestations  in  respect  of  rats  and  4l  in  respect  of  mice 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  In  each  case  visits  were  made  until 
the  rats  or  mice  were  exterminated.  In  all  2,275  visits  were  made. 

Permanent  baits  are  maintained  at  selected  points  on  the 
Council's  refuse  tip  and  in  other  areas  where  reinfestation  are  found 
to  arise. 

A  free  service  is  provided  in  respect  of  dwelling  houses,  but 
the  cost  of  treatment  is  recovered  where  infestations  occur  on  business 
premises .

One  Statutory  Notice  and  8  informal  notices  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  of  the  above  Act  were  served  on  occupiers. 

A  substantial  nuisance  was  .occurring  in  one  area  of  the  town 
due  to  roosting  pigeons  and  an  attempt  to  clear  the  area  by  trapping 
was  carried  out.  Eventually  this  .proved  fairly  successful,  but  very 
time-consuming,  and  since  there  is  no  obligation  on  the  Local 
Authority  to  provide  such  a  service,  it  would  only  be  undertaken 
where  conditions  were  suitable  for  the  use  of  cage  traps  and  the 
nuisance  was  of  serious  proportions.

HOUSING 


Housing  Act  1957 


No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  Clearance  Areas,  Demolition 
Orders,  or  Closing  Orders  during  the  year. 

Three  unfit  houses  were  made  fit. after  formal  action  under' 
Section  9  of  the  Act  and  20  were  made  fit  after  the  service  of 
informal  notices. 


Improvement  Areas. 

In  the  Stanhope  Road  Improvement  Area  one  Immediate  Improvement 
Notice  and  two  Suspended  Improvement  Notices  were  complied  with,  and 
three  undertakings  were  complied  with. 

Tenants  of  houses  outside  Improvement  Areas  may  apply  to  the 
Local  Authority  and  in  suitable  cases  the  Local  Authority  may  serve 
an  Immediate  Improvement  Notice  on  the  owner  requiring  the  house  to 
be  compulsorily  improved.  No  such  application  was  received  and  one 
Improvement  Notice,  which  was  served  during  the  previous  year,  was 
complied  with. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 


A  survey  of  the  houses  in  the  South  Terrace  area  which  were 
known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  to 
what  extent  they  complied  with  the  standards  which  the  Local 
Authority,  has  approved  as  suitable  for  such  dwellings.  In  almost 
every  case  the  premises  were  up  to  the  minimum  standards  and  no 
statutory  overcrowding  was  found.  Little  evidence  of  disrepair 
of  sufficient  nature  to  require  action  under  the  repair  sections 
of  the  Housing  Act  1957  'was  found  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
only  one  statutory  notice  and  five  informal  notices. 

This  survey  shows  that  lack  of  basic  amenities,  overcrowding, 
or  disrepair  are  not  serious  problems  in  this  area.  Nevertheless, 
there  ajpe  disadvantages  such  as  lack  of  privacy,  difficult  access  to 
rear  yards  for  hanging  out  washing  and  storage  of  refuse,  fuel  and 
prams.  The  convenience  and  privacy  of  a  modern  Council  house  will 
obviously  appear  attractive  to  young  couples  with  families  living 
in  this  type  of  accommodation  and  it  must  be  expected  that  applications 
for  rehousing  from  such  families  will  be  received  in  substantial 
numbers .

During  1968,  14  three-bedroomed  houses,  96  three-bedroomed 
flats  and  12  two-bedroomed  flats  were  completed.  15  three-bedroomed 
houses  are  expected  to  be  handed  over  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1969-  Under  construction  and  which  should  be  completed  during  1969 
are  28  three-bedroomed  houses  and  12  two-bedroomed  flats.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  a  start  will  be  made  on  a  further  34  three-bedroomed 
houses  during  the  summer  of  1969*  Once  again  we  have  lost  a  number 
of  tenants  who. have  bought  their  own  houses,  the  number  was  greater 
than  expected  owing  to  the  fact  tha.t  during  the  past  months  it  has 
been  more  difficult  to  obtain  a  loan.  A  policy  of  transferring  the 
tenants  of  cheaper  houses  to  more  modern  and  dearer  ones  when 
requested  has  been  carried  out  and  has  been  successful,  this  making 
decent  homes  available  for  the  lower  paid  workers.  It  is  also'  the 
policy  of  the  Council  to  shift  families  from  two  bedroomed  flats  into 
the  new  three-bedroomed  houses  thereby  making  accommodation  available 
for  our  Senior  Citizens  without  having  to  construct  purpose  built 
blocks  which  often  turn  out  to  be  most  expensive  with  present  day- 
costs  .

The  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  show  a  considerable 
variation  in  the  attention  paid  to  food  hygiene.  Many  traders  work 
to  standards  higher  than  the  minimum  legally  enforceable  by  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  but  in  some  cases  much  persuasion  is  necessary 
to  obtain  satisfactory  standards. 

Regular  inspections  coupled  with  advice  and  persuasion  followed 
by  informal  notices  are  the  methods  relied  on  to  secure  compliance 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  145  informal  notices  were  sent 
during  the  year. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  any  necessary  improvements 
without  the  resort  to  legal  action  arid  it  was  necessary  to  take  a 
prosecution  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  on  only  one  occasion  when  a 
restaurant  proprietor  was  fined  a  total  of  £32  with  three  guinea 
costs . 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 


21  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  sale  of  unsound  food 
or  food  containing  extraneous  matter.  In  each  case  a  careful 
investigation  was  carried  out,  firstly  to  ascertain  if  the  complaint 
was  justified  and  then  when  this  was  confirmed,  to  find  out  whether 
the  fault  lay  with  the  manufacturer  or  the  retailer.  In  10  instances 
it  was  decided  that  the  complaints  were  not  justified,  or  there  was 
insufficient  evidence  that  .an  offence  had  taken  place.  The  Council 
sent  warning  letters  regarding  9  of  the  complaints  and  took  2 
prosecutions.  One  related  to  the  sale  of  a  bottle  of  milk  containing 
a  piece  of  glass.  The  firm  concerned  pleaded  guilty  and  the  Magistrates 
imposed  a  fine  of  £5  with  five  guinea  costs.  The  second  related  to  the 
sale  of  an  unsound  tin  of  corned  beef  when  a  fine  of  £10  plus  thirty 
shillings  costs  was  obtained. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  complaints  related  to  food  affected 
with  moulds.  This  was  usually  traced  to  poor  storage  or  bad  rotation 
of  stock  by  retailers  who  sometimes  take  a  too  optimistic  view  of  the 
time  which  frozen  food  cabinets  will  extend  the  life  of  such  highly 
perishable  commodities  as  meat  pies  and  sausages. 


Milk  and  Dairies 


There  are  9  registered  dairies  in  the  district.  One  of  these 
is  a  pasteurising  and  bottling  plant  and  as  such  is  licensed  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  which  is  the  West  Sussex  County  Council. 
Frequent  samples  of  milk  and  the  empty  bottles  prior  to  filling  are 
taken  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  number  of  Distributors  registered  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations  1958  =  20. 

55  milk  samples  were  taken  from  retailers.  All  passed  the 
phosphatase  test  and  7  failed  the  methylene  blue  test. 


Ice  Cream  Premises 


There  are  86  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice  cream  and  8  for  the  sale,  storage  and  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

During  the  year  60  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Brighton.  28  samples 
were  classified  as  Grade  I;  14  as  Grade  II;  9  as  Grade  III  and  9  as 
Grade  TV. 
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It  is  found  that,  almost  without  exception,  the  samples  of 
wrapped  ice  cream  from  the  manufacturers  operating  on  a  large  scale 
are  satisfactory,  and  samples  were  taken  predominantly  from  retailers 
where  the  ice  cream  is  manufactured  on  the  premises.  Where 
unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained  the  methods  of  manufacture  and 
handling  were  investigated  and  further  samples  taken  until  satisfactory 
results  were  achieved.
